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Getting your first crack at manag- 
ing in the big leagues is never easy. 
General managers usually sift their 
way through several candidates 


before choosing the right man for 
the job. Anaheim Angel General 
Manager Bill Stoneman went 
through a similar process before 


deciding that Mike Scioscia 


the man he wanted at the helm. 


Scioscia’s climb to the top of Stoneman’s list was 
quick and when it came down to the decision, it was 
pretty clear as tho who was the right man for the 
job. 

“He was on the list (of candidates) because I knew 
he had already performed as a manager at triple-A 
and prior to that as a coach in the major leagues. So 
it looked like he was a candidate who was ready to 
make the step into being a manager in the major 
leagues,” Stoneman said. “He had done all the work 
to prepare himself for it. That got him on the list 
and the fact he had been a very competitive and 
intelligent player helped, too.” 

First impressions can often leave a lasting impact 
and that’s what really helped Scioscia. “I didn’t 
know him before the first interview,” Stoneman 
said. “But, it became pretty evident that he was 
very well-rounded. He commands a presence that I 
think it going to be very helpful in terms of him 
managing this club and gaining the confidence of 
the players. But, he also really understands the 
game.” 

There was not one overriding factor in 
Stoneman’s decision. “No, it was the whole package 
that struck me,” he said. “I didn’t spot a weakness 
and I spotted a lot of strengths. It wasn’t just one of 
them. When you looked at him with all the candi-

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dates for the job, he appeared to be the 
best rounded of them.” 

How easy was the decision? “He had a 
lot of competition,” Stoneman said. “I 
probably could have made other good 
choices. But, I had to make the best 
choice. After I went through all of them, 
I pretty well knew who the guy was that 
I wanted to investigate and I did have a 
second interview with him just to con- 
firm my feeling from the first interview.” 
With that out of the way, Anaheim had 
its manager for the beginning of the new 
millennium. 

Getting that first managerial job is 
always special for everybody and 
Scioscia is no different. “I am very excit- 
ed,” Scioscia said. “We have done a lot of 
preparing this winter and hopefully we have done 
our homework and are ready to go.” 

In major league baseball, one never knows if or 
when he is going to get the chance to manage and 
Scioscia realizes how lucky he is. “I had hoped to 
get an opportunity sometime,” he said. “As a 
prospective manager, you never really know where 
your opportunity is going to come. I was very fortu- 
nate to have it happen quickly and in Southern 
California, where I make my home. So, I am 
extremely excited and I understand the challenge. 
But, I am excited to work hard and do a good job.” 

A quality big league manager must have a strong 
grasp of all aspects of the game from pitching to 
offense. Scioscia has that, especially the pitching 
part, having spent his big league playing career 
behind the plate. However, he brings some other 
ingredients that are just as important. 

“What I bring is an open mind and communica- 
tion which I think the players will respond to,” 
Scioscia said. “I think I understand where they are 
coming from. I understand the pressures of this 
game and the need to be able to communicate with 
your manager. Hopefully, I will create an atmos- 
phere where guys will be motivated to come to the 
park and work and play hard which will lead to us 
becoming a_ better club. 
That’s my job, along with our 
coaches. I don’t think anyone 
can do it by themselves. It is 
definitely a team effort, not 
only from the players’ side, 
but the management side. 
We will all have to be on the 
same page and that’s my 
responsibility to make sure 
we are on the same page and 
we do create the environ- 
ment to where these players 
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can excel. 

Scioscia’s attitude and approach had an immedi- 
ate impact on the team, especially a couple of his 
veterans. 

“T think it’s great,” Angel catcher Matt Walbeck 
said. “I never had the good fortune of having a man- 
ager who was a big league catcher. To have a man- 
ager who played as long as he did makes it much 
better, much easier to communicate. He has been 
there. There is no second-guessing what he says. We 
work hard and we sleep hard at night.” 

The hard work Walbeck was referring to was the 
seemingly endless catching drills 
during spring training. The catchers 
were usually one of the last groups 
calling it a day and Scioscia was 
right there with them helping them 
with the finer points of catching. In 
fact, he even participated in some of 
the drills. One day he slid into home 
plate as the catchers were working

on blocking the plate, which used to be a Scioscia 
trademark from his playing days. It has been a 
while since he was that active in a workout. “The 
last time I did it was sliding into (Mike) Piazza and 
I tore cartilage in my knee,” Scioscia said. 

First baseman Mo Vaughn greeted his new man- 
ager with a big hug on the opening day of camp and 
spoke highly of him following the first exhibition 
game. “Defensively, Mike’s attitude has already 
rubbed off in our approach to and how we go about 
our business.” 

Part of Scioscia’s master plan will be to get his 
players to relax a little bit while still playing hard. 
“There is an absolute difference,” he said. “Being 
relaxed does not mean that you are not focused or 
that you don’t come to the park and play with 
intensity. I think playing relaxed is being focused, 
being in the game, but also having the confidence to 
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threw him out at first. “It was a do-or-die 
play,” Remy said. “I didn’t have time to 
think.

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know that you can achieve in any situation that 
you are called upon.

Whether he can teach all of it, he isn’t sure. But 
he believes that you need a certain type of envi- 
ronment to be successful. “I think you can create 
the atmosphere that will allow it to come to 
fruition,” Scioscia said.

You practice the game 
as you would play it, and you prepare yourself to 
play ballgames and you play them hard. I don’t 
think I am overly demanding, but the simple rules 
of my program are very important. I expect the 
guys to put that effort into practice, mentally

preparing themselves to play a game every night 
and to playing hard from the first out to the last. 
Those are very simple expectations that I think 
any player will react to in a positive way. Those 
guidelines are important to a championship caliber 
ballclub and that’s what we are trying to infuse 
into this organization.” 

Even with an off-season that saw the Angels rel- 
atively inactive in the trade market, Scioscia is 
enthusiastic about the potential of his team. 

“I am very excited about the makeup of this 
ballclub,” Scioscia said. “I think we have a sleeping 
lion offensively that is ready to awake. The offense 


is very potent and versatile. We have a lot of guys 
who can hit at the top or middle of the lineup. 
There is a pretty good balance right-handed to left- 
handed, tremendous power and there is an element 
of speed that we can build off in order to manufac- 
ture some runs. From top-to-bottom, there is really 
no breather in and we will be able to keep a lot of 
pressure on opposing teams. 

“The biggest change in this ballclub is going to be 
the health of the players. We don’t expect the play- 
ers to have the same injuries that plagued them 
last year and that’s going to be the biggest change 
in this team.” 

His lack of big league managerial experience 
may be a concern to some. However, it certainly 
isn’t Scioscia. “Give me a chance to manage first, 
before you start talking about shortcomings,” he 
said. “When you get this position you are always 
going to be prone to scrutiny. That is part of this 
position. I am not affected one way or another by 
peoples’ scrutiny. The only way I know how to 
attack this job is to go out hard on all cylinders and 
have an understanding of what it takes to get a 
ballclub going and continuing in the right direc- 
tion. 

“I feel I am prepared and ready for the chal- 
lenge. Experience manifests itself in different 
ways. I have been around

Baseball has always been Angel second baseman 


Scott Spiezio’s first love but music comes next

\ cott Spiezio is a second baseman first and a 
®musician second. But the Angel infielder 
‘spends so much time talking about and 
playing his first love that when the subject of 
music comes up, Spiezio can hardly contain his 
enthusiasm. 

“T love music,” says Spiezio. “I get as many CD's 
as al can get my hands on and try to listen to a lot 
of different types of music, even though hard rock 
is my favorite type of music. I'll listen to Frank 
Sinatra, everything. You name it, [’ll listen to it.” 

Spiezio comes by his love of music quite natural- 
ly. His father was a musician, an accordion and 
piano player who played in a jazz band as a young 
man. Spiezio’s mom played the violin. 

A few years ago, Spiezio and a few of his high 
school friends from Morris, IIl., decided to put a 
band together. 

“We formed a band about two-and-a-half years 
ago,” Spiezio says. “We just went out and bought 
instruments. We didn’t know anything about 
music. We just started a band.” 

The band, Sand Frog, plays in the basement of 
Spiezio’s house in Chicago. 

Music is strictly a hobby. “It’s a 
great hobby but it’s just a hobby,” 
Spiezio says. “We really don’t 
think it’s going to mushroom into 
anything else but we have a great 
time doing it in the off-season.” 

Spiezio’s true love in baseball. 
“T've always loved baseball and I 
never really thought about trying 
to play an instrument or trying to 
sing or write songs. My buddy 
went out and bought a guitar and 
wrote some songs so I thought 
maybe I could do it, too.” 

Little by little, it grew into a 
band. “I’ve got a little studio in 
my basement and we've got a 
stage down there. We had a show 
at the Cubby Bear in Chicago last 
year where we invited about a 
150 people and had a Halloween 
bash.” 

Although music is strictly for 
fun, Spiezio has already gotten 
more exposure than most garage 
bands. He was a part of a Major 
League Baseball CD that includ- 
ed former Angel Jack McDowell 
and the Yankees’ Bernie 
Williams, both respected musi- 


cians. 

“Tt was a lot of fun,” Spiezio says. “Being a base- 
ball player gave me a chance to be on a real record. 
If I wasn’t a baseball player, I don’t think anybody 
would approach me to put my music out there. To 
be on there with Jack McDowell and Bernie 
Williams, who are established musicians, that was 
pretty cool.” 

Spiezio is hesitant to tell you that he was influ- 
enced by Alice in Chains and Metallica. “If I men- 
tion their names,” he laughs, “they’d probably get 
mad.” 

Spiezio became the group’s lead singer by 
default. “My brother-in-law bought a guitar and 
then I bought a guitar but nobody would sing,” 
Scott says, “so I started mouthing the lyrics, then 
signing, and it just kind of stuck. I was the only 
one who would do it.” 

Spiezio also sang at the “Juden and Friends” con- 
cert put on by former Angel pitcher Jeff Juden and 
backed by professional musicians. 

During the baseball season, however, music 
takes a back seat. It turns out the backup singer is 
a first string second baseman.

Nolan Ryan was one of baseball’s 
most dominant pitchers. If there were any 
doubters left, Ryan won them over on June 
1 of that season by pitching the fourth no- 
hitter of his career, a 1-0 shutout of the 
Orioles on a Sunday afternoon at Anaheim 
Stadium. At the age of 28, Ryan had tied 
Sandy Koufax’s record for most no-hitters 
in a career. 

“I thought somewhere along the line I 
might have a chance to tie Koufax,” Ryan 
said after the game. “I don’t feel like I’ve 
reached my peak but I do feel like I’m get- 
ting there this year.” 

Koufax said “there was no doubt he was 
going to do it. The only question is how

many more he’s going to pitch.” The 
answer, of course, was seven with Ryan 
pitching another one in Houston and two 
more for the Texas Rangers. 

Against the Orioles that June day, Ryan 
struck out nine and walked four to 
improve his record to 9-3 with an ERA of 
2.44. His 96 strikeouts led the majors. 

“By the sixth inning, I knew I had a no- 
hitter going,” Ryan said. “But I never did 
get the feeling I’d throw one. All I really 
wanted to do was be a stopper. I had the 
opportunity to stop our losing streak and 
pick our club up. That’s all I really wanted 
to do. When it was all over, all I could feel 
was relief.” 

The last out was a strikeout of Baltimore 

second baseman Bobby Grich, a future 
teammate of Ryan’s with the 
Angels. With two strikes, 
Ryan threw a change up and 
Grich never got the bat off 
his shoulders. “We fooled 
him,” Ryan said. “I felt like 
Grich was probably looking 
for a fastball. He was bat- 
tling me all day.” 
Said Grich: “I was just look- 
ing for the ball. He fooled me 
and put it in the perfect spot, 
on the outside corner. You’ve 
got to be looking for Ryan’s 
fastball and if he throws a 
curve or a changeup, you 
just have to adjust. Really, 
the scoreboard tells the 
whole story. He’s tough.” 

The only truly difficult play 
of the day came when Angels 
second baseman Jerry Remy 
went behind second base to 
snare a high hopper off the 
bat of Tommy Davis, then

threw him out at first. “It was a do-or-die 
play,’ Remy said. “I didn’t have time to 
think. Sometimes it seems like the other 
team doesn’t want to hit against him.

he said. “That’s what this is all about — 
fan appreciation.” Ryan’s previous no-hit- 
ters were a 4-0 win over the Twins at the 
Big A on Sept. 28, 1974; a 3-0 win over the 
Royals at Kansas City on May 15, 1973 
and 6-0 victory over Detroit on July 15, 
1972. 

With Ryan spending his prime years in 
an Angels uniform, every outing had 
potential no-hitter written all over it, 
something Ryan tried to dismiss when he 
took the mound. “A no-hitter isn’t on my 
mind as much as it is with some of the fel- 
lows on this club,” Ryan said. “Really, I 
don’t think about it. You do that and you’re 
only kidding yourself. I think I can win 
enough games without throwing no-hitters 
all the time.”
